When in Rome he would in- 
variably begin July 29 by visiting the 
Pantheon, where the late King Hum- 
bert lies at rest, and, after prayers at 
his tomb, would procced with his wife, 
his widowed mother, and his children 
to attend a memorial mass in the 
chapel of the quirinal, which has now 
been restored by order of the pope to 
use for divine service. 

Even if the anniversary were not 
saddened for Victor Emmanuel by the 
memory of the murder of his father, he 
would be but little disposed to approve 
of popular festivities and rejoicings in 
his honor at a moment when Italy is 
in the throes of war and the greater 
portion of his metropolitan palace at 
the quirinal, especially the state ball- 
room, the state banqueting hall, and 
the great throne room, are crowded 
with wounded soldiers and sailors, 


whose injuries have been sustained and 


whose limbs have been mangled or lost 
in his service, and in that of the nation. 
Gives Home to Soldiers. 

For the king has converted not only 
the palaces which he owns st Fior- 
ence, at Milan, at Turin, Venice, Na- 
and Palermo into hospitals for 
his wounded soldiers and sailors, but 
even his own personal residence at 
Rome, where every day Queen Helen 
and Queen Marguerite, the now 18 year 
oid Princess Yolanda, and the Duch- 
esses Helene and Létitia of Aosta, may 
be found busily engaged in active duty 
as nurses. 

But it is not alone in this manner 
that the hold of the ancient — 
of Savoy on the 2 of Italy has 
been strengtnened to greater 
degree than any one innit: have con- 
sidered it possible eighteen and twen- 
ty years ago.

malaya mountains and this variety 
was introduced into this country in 
Then there is the Dorchester, 


weeks earlier than other varieties. 
The Dorchester is a sweet and fine 
flavored fruit. Blackberries are in sea- 


son from about July 10 to Sept. 1. 
They are at their best from the middle 


of July to the middle of August. 

The berries should be ripe but firm. 
Carefully pick over, removing all im- 
perfect berreis. See that.the berries 
are clean. Pack firmly into sterilized 


pint jars, fill jarsealmost full, add four 


tablespoons of sugar to each jar (this 
makes a heavy sirup; use half this 
quantity if sugar is scarce), and fill 
jars full to overflowing with fresh, 


cold water. Put new rubbers on jars, 


set covers in position, and place jars 
on rack in cooking vessel. Fill vessel 
with cold water to a depth that will 
bring the water up two inches on the 
outside of jars. Cover vessel, place on 
range, and bring to boiling point. Let 
boil five minutes, seal jars tight, and 
continue boiling five minutes. Remove 
from vessel, set aside for twenty-four 
hours (out of a draft). On the following 
day place in vessel as on the first day, 
add water, and boil ten minutes. Re- 
move and let stand twenty-four hours 
and on the third day repeat as directed 
on the second day. Wipe jars, when 


Select fresh berries, pick them over 
carefully. Mash a few at a time in 
a preserving kettle, using a wooden 
potato masher. Continue this until 
all the fruit is used. Bring slowly to 
the boiling point and add gradually

previously heated in a granite dripping 
pan in the oven. Boil slowly forty-five 
minutes, stirring often. Store in small 
jelly glasses.. Blackberry jam must 
be watched and stirred carefully while 
cooking, as the seeds fall to the bottom 
of kettle and are liable to scorch. To 
heat sugar for jams and jelly, measure 
the required quantity and strew it even- 
ly over the bottom of a granite drip- 
ping pan. Place in a moderate oven 
and shake the pan occasionally or stir

‘@ AKERS and owners of de luxe 
ice chests lined throughout with 
snowy porcelain, without seam 
or crack, do their best to per- 
suade the rest of us that zinc lined 
refrigerators are pestilential germ 
traps, “only tolerable if daily scalded 
with washing soda —and all that sort 
of thing. , — = 

The plain fact is that a zinc lined box 
‘made by a good firm has its seams and 
overlaps at points where there's the 
minimum of risk that any foodstuff 
can possibly find lodgment. Slate 
shelves, properly washed when any- 
thing is spilled, are clean, if not beau- 
tiful. For that matter glass shelves 
can be put into a zinc lined box. 

With reasonable care that no food 
shall ever touch the sides, the only part 
of the ice box which stands in need of 
violent disinfection is the ice compart- 
ment and the drain pipe—parts which 
are no whit more sanitary in the white 
‘lined paragon among refrigerators 
than in the more modest zinc affairs! 

Frequent scalding of the whole box 
is utterly unnecessary and ruinously 
wasteful of ice. As for the frequent 
“sunning to which our friends of the 
white lined boxes tell us our “ unsani- 
tary” chests should be subjected—it is 
preposterous. :

Universal training means a great deal more than 
the preparation of American citizens to defend their 
own firesides with their own strength. It means 
& great deal more than military training or the 
creation of a body of citizen soldiery always ready 
to defend their country. If the hopes of optimists 
are realized and this war results in a peace which 
endures for many years or forever, the system of 
universal training would nevertheless be vitally 
useful. “Defense from foreign foes is but the rock 
foundation of the system. But universal training 
is also training’ in the Moral essentials of demo- 
cratic - citizenship. An army, organized as the 
American army is organized now and as the uni- 
Versa training forces will be organized, is the 
greatest school of democratic essentials existing. 

This will seem a paradox to the excited human 
tarians of the “society opposed to militarism who 
fought so frantically against preparation up to the 
threshold of war. It is true nevertheless. If de- 
mocracy means every man for himself and the devil 
fake the hindermost, military organization and 
training is despotism. But democracy in the Ameri- 
can ideal is ordered liberty and the ideal citizen of a 
democracy is not an irresponsible om, but a 
soldier of the common good. 

Under universal training youths at an impres- 
sionable age will be taken out of the environ- 
ment which their parents’ circumstances, earned 
or unearned, have created for them and put in a 
public organization whose basis is equality of op- 
portunity and whose first law is the subordination 
of self to a common purpose. In this new environ- 
ment the bricklayer’s son will stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the multi-millionaire. If he is more 
ekillful, intelligent, strong of body and will, he will 
pass over the other to a position of command. He 
will give orders and the other will obey. The col- 
lege man’s bunkie may be a boy from the farm or 
the shop.* Boys of different race and traditions will 
Warn that their own kind has no claim to general 
superiority. The truth upon which democracy is 
based will come home to them—namely: that men 
resemble one another very much more than they 
differ;\ that their differences are very largely the 
effects of environment or of accident and ue upon 
ae the surface of their natures, changeable and not 
11 essential. | | 

Our forefathers expected the public school to ac- 
complish this and to some extent it has. But in 
the larger sense it has failed.

OSLIN advises diabetics to take th ir 

vacations camping in the woods. 

He has observed that vacations in 

the woods make them more capable 

of resisting infections and give them 
more bodily vigor. The same can be said 
1 of men who suffer from many other all- 
ments. 

One questions the advantage of a vaca- 
tion to a well man. The gain is consid- 
erable as regards his physical well being, 
for it increases his vigor and resistance, 
but the chief gain is in mental efficiency. 
The break in routine, in monotony, rests 
the mind and freshens it. But in taking 
a vacation a man increases the hazards 
of life. 

Few health resorts follow standard 
| practices for the prevention of prevent- 
able diseases. The keepers of Maine re- 
sorts are pioneers’ in this particular. A 
few years ago they joined with the state 
board of health in having a sanitary sur- 
vey made of the resorts in that state. 
The inspector, Mr. Turner, was welcomed 
at every resort in the state. His sugges- 
tions were acted upon at once. When the 
vacation season approaches they adver- 
tise the conditions found by the inspec- 
tor, offering them as a guarantee that a 
vacation spent in a Maine resort is safe. 
‘Within a few years other states in which 
the resort industry is one of the most 
profitable, will follow the example set by 
Maine. 


fever. A considerable portion of vaca- 
tionists develop typhoid within ten days 
after coming home or cut short their va- 
cations because of the oncoming of the 
disease. Some develop diarrheas that 
are really masked typhoid. Typhoid can 
be certainly guarded against. The best 
plan is to be taccinated. Some city health 
departments now vaccinate against ty- 
phoid free of charge. Most state depart- 
ments of health supply free vaccing. 
Vaccination again:t typhoid fever con- 
‘gists of three hypodermic injections. The 
injections are given at ten day intervals 
—therefore, three weeks is required to 
complete vaccination. Most of those who 
take it are not sick at all. Many are 
“achy ” and “ genaraily alling for one 
day following one of the three injections. 
Occasionally a fever of 102 degrees or 
about lasts for one day. A warm bath 
is the only treatment required for this 
fever. Several million soldiers and sail- 


during the last two years and no acci- 
dents have happened. It is safer than 
riding on the train. Vaccination protects 
against typhoid fever for three years on 
the average. Many are — longer 
and some less long. 


There is a disease W rather closely allied 
to typhoid fever called paratyphoid. Our 
soldiers along the Rio Grande two years 
ago had some paratyphoid fever, though 
they had no typhoid. One New York 
regiment had many cases of paratypheid. 
The bacillus which causes this fever-is 
frequently found in meat. If a prospec- 
tive vacationist cannot be certain about 
the quality of t 
had better be vaccinated against para- 
typhoid as well as typhoid. Our soldiers 
are now vaccinated against both diseases 
and they are free from both, have been 
| for a year, and will continue te be. 

Paratyphoid is mixed with typhoid in 
vaccinating those who wish to be pro- 
tected from both diseases. The double 
vaccination is done in exactly the same 
way as that done against a single dis- 
ease. The only drawback is that the re-

The vacation- 
ist who stays in a resort hotel had bet- 
ter stick to bolled milk unless he knows 
the milk supply has been properly pas- 
teurized. It is not necessary to boil .rilk 
to make it safe if the tasie of boiled 
‘milk is objected to. The pasteurizing 
temperature is about, 50 degree: lower 
than the boiling point. Milk which las 
been heated until it begins to boil hght- 
ly at the edge’ of the vessel will be 
free from live typhoid bacilli. Hot milk 
added to the coffee in place of cream 
will be safe. When a milk supply is 
dangerous the cream therefrom is deubly 
go. When cream rises it carries with 
it more th#h its proportion of typhoid 
and other bacteria. ;

FLIES—Campers can een fies away 
by using light creosote oil. Some of 
the men in the trenches keep flies cut 
of their huts by hanging bagging over 
the door and pouring creosote cil on 
the bagging from time to time. On ge- 
count of the nearness of decomposing 
bodies of different kinds, flies are very 
abundant in the trenches. Of the vari- 
ous repellents this is thie best. A lighter 
oil will vaporize more readily and will 
‘therefore require more frequent sprink- 
Jing. Heavier oils ara less volatile and 
are therefore less efficient, but they 
„last longer. Those who go to resorts 
will do well to avoid those that are un- 
screened. If there are many files in 
the house it is a sign of uncleanliness 
and general carelessness. Screens and 
cleanliness will suffice to keep a house 
reasonably free from flies. 

MOSQUITOES—Even though the mos- 
quitoes of a resort be not infected and 
therefore incapable of causing malaria, 
they are a nuisance. Campers can get 


some peace by using freely the follow- <i 


ing repellent: 
Ou ot clitronella................1 ounce 
Spirits of camphor............1 ounce 
Oil of cedar..... Stvcdeescccscss. 4 OUROS 


I presume light creosote oil would be 
equally or more effective. The odor can 
be made less disagreeable by adding oil 
of citronella to it. Enough mosquito bar 
or netting should be carried to the woods 
to cover the bed and to provide head cov- 
ering for use in the daytime. The mos- 
quito netting must be so arranged over 
the bed that the body does not come in} 
contact with it. A mosquito does not 
care to get through a bar if he can bite 
through it. The resort visitor will find 
that fly screens will not stop mosquitoes.

GNATS—In the woods gnat bites are! :
